CHICAGO, Dec. 2— I INS) 
Multi­ 
colored license plates on the trout 
and rear of automobiles will be­ 
come virtually a thing of the past 
next year, the Public Adminicula 
lion Clearing House reported today. 
They will be replaced by single 
plates of steel or plastics, tabs in ­ 
setted in 
old 
plates, windshield 
stickers, or some other device d e ­ 
signed to save vital w a r materials. 
Despite the fact that the new de­ 
vices are cheaper, administrate! s 
look forward to the time when -feel 
again will he available to permit 
use of two steel plates each year. 
Tabs have proved difficult to a d ­ 
minister. easy to remove and re ­ 
place on oth er cars, and hard for 
enforcement officers to identity, a c ­ 
cording to a survey by the Federa­ 
tion of Tax Administrators. 
Car ow ners dislike stickers and 
cause complications in tile acc ount­ 
ing office. 
Two states which have used fiber 
hoard plates 
for 
passenger cars 
have found them successful. 
No 
state has used them for trucks, in­ 
sofar as is known. 
Only one new steel plate will he 
issued by half the states in 1944. 
Others will use substitute materials 
for their licenses. 
Two states— Connecticut and Del­ 
aware 
have perm anent plate- .sys­ 
tems. 
Illinois, Louisiana, Montana 
and Virginia will Issue two new 
liber board plates 
for 
each car. 
Only truck licenses will be made of 
steel in Illinois and Louisiana. 
Seven states will use small tabs 
and l l will use stickers. 
California will use tabs for m o­ 
torcycles and trailers, but stickers 
for passenger cars. 
Alubarna. Washington and Wis­ 
consin will combine the use of one 
rear plate with a windshield stamp 
and Wisconsin also will use a tab. 
The one plate of Wyoming will 
be of fiber board or plastic. Sev­ 
eral states, including New 
York, 
will use steel from discarded plates. 
Some states will use a strip of 
metal 
to be attached to the old 
plate. 
Only four states using tabs this 
year — Maryland, Nebraska, Texas 
and Wisconsin 
will continue to do 
so in 1944. according to present in­ 
formation. Colorado and South Car­ 
olina will use tabs for the first 
time in 1944. 
The federation reported stickers 
proved more successful than tabs. 
The following states using stickers 
in 1943 will continue the practice 
next year: Alabama, Arizona, Ida­ 
ho, Iowa. 
Massachusetts, Oregon 
and Washington. 
Arkansas 
tried 
masonite 
for 
plates on tr ucks and trailers this 
year, but found it too brittle. 
Virginia found experiments with 
white pulp fiber board so succes s­ 
ful that all plates will be made of 
this material In 1944.
